From  S.  H.  Lloyd  the  following  sug' 
gestion:  “Why  not  support  movement 
(at  least  print  this  suggestion)  for 
larger  mint  marks  on  dollars  and 
halves?  They  now  harm  eyesight. ” 

A number  of  questions  have  been 
asked  us  regarding  the  list  of  South 
American  coins  being  published  in  the 
Journal.  It  is  the  purpose  of  your 
editors  to  reprint  this  material  in  book 
form  when  completed  with  such  addi' 
tions  as  may  be  called  to  our  attention. 
The  values  given  represent  our  estimate 
for  coins  in  fine  collector’s  condition. 
The  publishers  are  not  offering  coins 
for  sale  but  are  endeavoring  to  estab' 
lish  a guide  to  comparative  rarity. 
Items  not  valued  seldom  come  up  for 
sale,  and  no  reliable  recent  record  is 
available.  Where  metal  is  not  desig' 
nated  it  should  be  understood  that  the 
coins  are  in  silver. 


Many  additions  have  been  suggested 
to  the  list  of  encased  postage  stamps  in 
the  Standard  Catalogue.  Present  day 
collectors  may  not  be  familiar  with  the 
fact  that  some  years  ago  many  of  these 
pieces  were  faked  by  putting  high  or 
unknown  valuations  in  frames  which 
held  low  value  stamps.  These  may 
usually  be  detected  by  the  condition  of 
edge  of  frame.  The  editors  will  not 
make  additions  to  the  list  of  encased 
stamps  unless  they  have  actually  seen 
the  pieces. 

We  have  had  some  complaints  re- 
garding the  space  taken  up  by  the  list' 
ing  of  clubs  and  societies;  so  have  de- 
eided  to  publish  this  list  quarterly  in- 
stead of  monthly.  The  next  listing  will 
appear  in  the  October  Journal. 

The  length  of  the  Henry  Clay  article 
has  caused  hesitation  on  our  part  as  to 
the  advisability  of  reproducing  all  the 
plates  previously  published  in  the 
Journal.  The  editors  have  decided  to 
use  only  one  plate.  Collectors  are  re- 
ferred to  the  December  1937  issue  of  the 
Journal  for  the  others. 

The  third  publication  in  the  Coin 
Collector  Series  will  be  off  the  press  this 
month.  “The  Silver  Ecus  of  France” 
covers  a subject  of  interest  to  many 
American  collectors  who  have  never 
found  a proper  listing  in  English.

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Biographical  Notes  on  the  Presidents  and 
Presidential  Candidates  of  the 
United  States

HENRY  CLAY 

Henry  Clay,  five  times  defeated  for 
the  Presidency,  was  born  April  12,  1777, 
fifteen  miles  north  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  in  a part  of  Hanover  county 
known  as  "the  .slashes".1  Between  the 
ages  of  four,  when  his  father,  a well-to- 
do  Baptist  minister,  died,  and  fourteen, 
when  his  mother  remarried,  he  did  the 
usual  chores  of  farm  boys,  including 
riding  with  grain  to  the  grist  mill,2  and 
had  only  three  years'  formal  schooling. 
During  the  following  year  the  family 
lived  in  Richmond,  where  Henry  clerked 
in  a retail  store.  His  stepfather  then 
secured  for  him  a position  as  deputy 
clerk  in  the  court  of  chancery  and  re- 
moved most  of  the  family  to  the  new 
state  of  Kentucky.  Henry  took  advan- 
tage of  local  opportunities  for  studying 
law  and  in  1797  was  admitted  to  the 
Virginia  bar.  Immediately  afterwards 
he  removed  to  the  university  town  of 
Lexington,  a few  miles  from  the  tavern 
kept  by  his  mother  and  stepfather,  and 
three  weeks  before  coming  of  age  he 
secured  his  license  to  practice  in  Ken- 
tucky. He  soon  achieved  a reputation 
not  only  as  a successful  lawyer,  with 
sound  business  connections,  but  as  a 
political  orator,  and  in  1803  was  elected 
to  the  legislature.  Three  years  later, 
although  below  the  constitutional  age, 
he  served  a brief  term  in  the  United 
States  Senate2,  where  he  advocated 
governmental  aid  for  internal  improve- 
ments, including  the  Chesapeake  and 
Delaware  Canal.4  During  the  next  two 
years  he  was  again  in  the  Kentucky 
legislature,  of  which  he  was  elected 


Speaker,  and  began  the  acquisition  of 
his  Ashland  estate,  a mile  and  a half 
from  Lexington-’,  but  in  1810  he  re- 
turned to  Washington,  to  be  identified 
with  national  politics  during  the  rest 
of  his  life. 

He  served  first  another  brief  term  in 
the  Senate,  where  he  spoke  in  favor  of 
protecting  manufactures  but  against 
rechartering  the  first  Bank  of  the  United 
States.  He  preferred,  however,  to 
represent  his  Ashland  district  in  the 
lower  House,  of  which  he  was  elected 
Speaker  on  the  opening  day  of  his 
first  session,  in  November,  181  I.1’  He 
was  one  of  the  aggressive  younger  ele- 
ment which  pushed  President  Madison 
into  war  v/ith  England,1  and  was  one  of 
five  commissioners  appointed  to  nego- 
tiate the  Treaty  of  Ghent  in  1 8 1 4.,s 
Returning  to  the  House  and  the  speak- 
ership in  1815,  during  the  next  six  years 
he  supported  the  granting  of  a twenty- 
year  charter  to  a second  Bank  of  the 
United  States,  soon  to  become  his 
most  lucrative  client;  a slaveholder,  like 
Andrew  Jackson,  he  presided  at  the 
organization  meeting  of  the  American 
Colonization  Society;11  he  began  a cam- 
paign for  recognizing  the  independence 
of  Spain's  revolted  American  colonies;10 
and  he  took  the  lead  in  putting  through 
the  Missouri  Compromise.11  The  better 
to  fortify  his  financial  and  political  for- 
tunes he  then  retired  from  Congress 
for  a period  of  two  years,  during  which 
he  was  nominated  for  the  Presidency  by 
the  Kentucky  legislature.  Returning  to 
Washington  for  his  final  term  in  the 
lower  House,  in  1824  he  spoke  in  favor 
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of  internal  improvements'-  and  Greek 
independence,12  and,  supporting  a tariff 
bill,  coined  the  expression  "American 
System"  to  denote  his  policy  of  per- 
manently protecting  local  manufac- 
tures.14 The  following  February,  no 
candidate  having  received  a majority 
of  the  electoral  votes,  Clay  and  his 
adherents  in  the  House,  ignoring  in- 
structions by  the  Kentucky  legislature 
to  support  the  leading  candidate, 
Andrew  Jackson,  made  John  Qunicy 
Adams  President. Clay  was  rewarded 
by  being  appointed  Secretary  of  State1" 
and  receiving  a Harvard  LL.D.  degree.17 
During  his  four  years  in  office  he  tried 
unsuccessfully  to  enforce  spoliation 
claims  upon  France  for  damages  in- 
flicted during  the  wars  of  the  French 
Revolution,  and  was  much  interested  in 
an  abortive  Pan-American  Congress 
called  to  meet  at  Panama.18 

After  Adams  and  his  Secretary  of 
State  Clay  were  displaced  by  Jackson 
and  Van  Buren,  Clay  retired  for  two 
and  a half  years  to  Kentucky,  where  in 
i 8 3 0 the  legislature  again  nominated 
him  for  the  Presidency,  but  during  the 
succeeding  eleven  years  he  was  back  in 
Congress,  this  time  in  the  Senate.  A 
national  convention  of  his  followers, 
meeting  under  the  name  of  National 
Republicans,  unanimously  nominated 
him  for  the  Presidency  in  December, 
1831.  The  following  February  he  de- 
livered in  the  Senate  a three-day 
speech  in  support  of  a protective  tariff 
bill  based  on  the  principles  of  his 
American  System.  Three  months  later 
a national  assembly  of  young  men, 
meeting  under  the  authority  of  the 
December  convention,  adopted  a plat- 
form with  a tariff  plank  suggested  by 
the  conclusion  of  Clay's  speech.1" 
Jackson's  subsequent  veto,  however,  of 
a bill,  introduced  by  Clay's  supporters, 
for  recharterinq  the  second  Bank  of 
the  United  States  provided  the  domi- 
nant issue  of  the  campaign.20  Clay  was 
decisively  defeated.  The  next  year  he 
followed  up  Jackson's  vigorous  language 
against  Calhoun's  nullification  threats 
by  putting  through  Congress  a com- 
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promise  tariff,21  and  spoke  in  favor  of 
distributing  to  the  states  the  proceeds 
from  the  sales  of  public  lands.22  In 
1834  he  introduced  and  put  through 
the  Senate  resolutions  censuring  Jack- 
son,  only  to  see  them  expurged  by  the 
same  body  before  the  completion  of 
Jackson's  term.22  In  1835,  as  chairman 
of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Foreign 
Relations,  he  smoothed  out  friction  with 
France  caused  by  Jackson's  language  in 
regard  to  our  still  unsatisfied  spoliation 
claims.24  In  1836,  when  Van  Buren's 
election  seemed  probable,  Clay  with- 
drew his  name  from  consideration  as 
Presidential  candidate.  In  1839,  when 
advised,  for  political  reasons,  to  take 
a more  extreme  position  on  the  slavery 
question,  he  replied,  "I  had  rather  be 
right  than  be  President. "2‘*  The  follow- 
ing year,  when  a Whig  victory  was  as- 
sured, he  lost  the  nomination  to  General 
Harrison.  After  the  latter's  death,  find- 
ing himself  unable  to  control  Tyler,  he 
resigned  from  the  Senate  in  1842. 
"The  old  coon  is  really  and  substantially 
dead,  skinned  and  buried — Clay's  politi- 
cal career  is  closed  forever",  wrote 
Jackson  to  Van  Buren. 

This  proved  a mistaken  prophecy, 
however,  for  four  years  later  "the  same 
old  coon"20  was  unanimously  nominated 
by  the  Whig  convention,2*  and  with 
Theodore  Frelinghuysen  of  New  Jersey2* 
as  his  running  mate  might  well  have 
been  elected  if  he  had  not  hedged  on 
the  question  of  the  annexation  of  Texas. 
The  platform,  which  again  contained  a 
protective  tariff  plank,20  was  this  time 
adopted  by  the  convention  itself.  As  in 
1832  and  1840  a separate  young  men's 
convention2"  was  held,  but  on  the  very 
next  day  and  only  for  purpose  of  rati- 
fication. In  1848,  when  again  the 
Whigs  were  victorious,  Clay  fought  for 
the  nomination  but  lost  it  again  to  a 
qeneral  and  military  hero,  Zachary 
Taylor.  The  following  year  he  returned 
to  the  Senate  to  put  through  the  Slavery 
Compromise  of  1 850. 21  He  died  in 
Washington  June  29,  1852.

The  oldest  example  of  a printed  hook 
in  the  library  is  Ku  Chin 

* or  “Record  of  Ancient  Money,” 
printed  in  the  49th  year  of  Ch'ien  Lung 

|*1l  (1784).  The  text  states  that  it  is 
the  Chung  K an  ]||  fl]  or  New  edition,

and  that  the  woodblocks  from  which 
it  was  printed  were  cut  by  imperial  order. 
In  order  to  preserve  the  fragile  paper 
upon  which  it  is  printed,  the  volume  has 
been  disassembled  and  the  folio  sheets 
have  been  reversed  in  their  folding  so 
that  what  was  originally  the  outer  mar- 


gin of  the  pages  is  now  the  inner,  and 
they  have  been  mounted  on  heavier  pages 
folded  in  accordion  style  similar  to  that 
sometimes  used  by  the  Japanese.  The  text 
is  in  four  chuan,  preceded  by  two  pre- 
faces and  an  index,  followed  by  three 
folio  pages  of  supplementary  matter. 
The  whole  is  encased  between  wooden 
boards  laced  together  in  Chinese  stvle 
by  means  of  two  tapes.  This  is  the  only 
work  remounted  in  this  manner  in  the 
library. 

Another  early  work  of  the  Ch’ing 
dynasty  '/pj  is  the  Ch'in  Ting 

Ch'ien  Lu  !,!)  or  “Im- 

perial Catalog  of  Coins,”  of  which  no 
less  than  four  editions  are  in  the  library. 
This  work  was  originally  published  in 
the  15th  year  of  Ch'ien  Lung  (1750), 
and  purports  to  be  a catalog  and  descrip- 
tion of  coins  actually  in  the  imperial  col- 
lection. However,  many  of  the  coins 
illustrated  and  described  are  purely 
fanciful  and  are  probably  figments  of 
the  imagination  of  one  or  more  of  the 
board  of  ten  high  officials  who  were 
responsible  for  the  preparation  of  the 
catalog,  which  also  includes  bronzes  of 
all  types.  This  work  has  been  reprinted 
many  times  and  is  held  in  high  esteem  by 
Chinese  collectors  because  of  its  having 
been  published  by  imperial  authority. 
This  is  evidenced  by  the  following 
quotation  from  the  preface  of  the  1880 
edition  published  in  Ningpo  by  Lx  Kuei 

> a scholar  of  some  repute:  “The 

present  work  contains  facsimile  illustra- 
tions of  all  the  coins  in  the  collection 
arranged  according  to  dynasties,  ac- 
curately copied  in  respect  to  their  dif- 
ferent sizes,  shapes,  legends,  ornamenta- 
tion, fineness  or  coarseness,  and  merits  or 
defects  of  workmanship.  It  presents  com- 
parisons, and  affords  concise  references  to 
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the  great  canonical  hooks  of  the  Empire, 
by  means  of  which  the  genuineness  of 
coins  may  be  investigated.  It  is,  indeed, 
the  most  complete  and  excellent  of  all  Chi- 
nese books  on  numismatics,  from  the  ear- 
liest times  to  our  own  day;  and  it  is  as- 
serted with  confidence  that  coins  nowa- 
days offered  for  sale  which  cannot  be  au- 
thenticated in  the  pages  of  this  book  are 
counterfeits,  — for  they  have  no  counter- 
part in  the  Imperial  Collection.  And 
if  a work  with  such  a basis  is  not  to  be 
trusted  on  the  subject  of  which  it  treats, 
then  certainly  there  exists  no  safe 
standard  of  Chinese  numismatics.” 

The  work  comprises  four  sections  con- 
sisting of  sixteen  chuan,  the  first  thirteen 
of  which  describe  coins  from  the  earliest 
times  to  the  end  of  the  Ming  dynasty 

m it  (1644).  The  fourteenth  de- 


scribes coins  of  contiguous  countries  and 
the  last  chapters  are  devoted  to  medals 
simulating  coins,  with  felicitous  inscrip- 
tions used  for  amulets  or  charms.  No 
reliance  whatsoever  should  be  placed  on 
either  the  text  or  the  illustrations,  as 
the  latter  are  mostly  fanciful  productions 
made  to  fit  the  text  and  are  unknown 
to  collectors.  However,  pseudo  coins 
have  been  produced  to  conform  to  the 
illustrations,  but  it  is  unlikely  that  they 
would  deceive  anyone  with  any  slight 
knowledge  of  the  metal,  characters,  and 
patma  found  on  the  actual  coins.  The 
work  has  value  only  as  a curiosity  and 
as  an  example  of  the  type  of  works  which 
were  produced  by  the  Chinese  in  the 
times  when  they  were  slaves  of  tradi- 
tion. It  has  been  so  poorly  thought  of  by 
sinologists  that  so  far  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained it  has  never  been  translated  into 
any  occidental  language. 

The  library  has  a reprint  on  inferior 
paper  of  the  Ch'uan  Pu  T ung  Chih 


14:5  by  M eng  Lin 
, the  original  edition  of  which 


dates  from  the  4th  year  of  Kid  King 
^f{  (1799).  This  is  an  excellent 

work  and  far  above  the  average  for 
Chinese  books  on  numismatics,  par- 
ticularly the  part  on  paper  money.  An 
English  translation  by  Kojina  Tomita  of 
the  chapters  on  paper  notes  was  pub- 


lished under  the  title  of  “A  Chinese 
Work  on  Numismatics”  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  American  Academy  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  in  1918,  and  is  in  the 
library.  Thomas  F.  Carter  speaks  dis- 
paragingly of  this  work  in  his  book  on 
“The  Invention  of  Printing  in  China 
and  its  Spread  Westward”,  stating  that 
it  is  a forgery,  on  the  authority  of  a 
Fr  ench  writer,  but  fails  to  state  upon 
what  grounds  this  conclusion  was 
reached. 

The  copy  of  Chin  So  Mu 
ptj  *,  a one- volume  work  dated  Tao 
Kuang  jj|[  jjj  1st  year  (1821),  in  the 

library  was  formerly  de  Villard’s  and 
has  his  signature  on  the  cover.  It  con- 
sists  of  82  unnumbered  folio  pages 
which  have  been  numbered  in  western 
style. 

The  library  has  several  editions  of 
Ch'ien  Chih  Hsin  Pien  ^ 

the  renowned  “New  Chronicles 

of  Cash,”  none  of  which  appear  to  be 
the  first  edition  of  1826.  This  overly 
rated  work  was  published  in  an  English 
translation  by  C.  B.  Hillier  in  the  Trans- 
actions of  the  China  Branch  of  the  Royal 
Asiatic  Society,  Part  II,  1848-1850,  to- 
gether with  reproductions  of  its  329  il- 
lustrations. The  text  only  was  also 
included  in  Justus  Doolittle’s  “Vocabu- 
lary and  Hand-book  of  the  Chinese 
Language”  in  1872.

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ROMAN  COINS 

Edited  By  G.  W.  HUSKER 


The  Rumanian  Jubilee  coins  illus- 
trated  in  the  Coin  Collector’s  Journal 
for  August  have  aroused  interest  in 
collectors  of  the  Roman  series  because 
of  the  appearance  of  the  wolf  and 
twins  on  one  of  the  coins  as  the  re- 
verse type.  The  coin,  which  is  repro- 
duced above,  pictures  a she-wolf  suck- 
ling the  infants  Romulus  and  Remus. 
The  legend,  to  which  allusion  is  made 
on  the  coin,  is  closely  associated  with 
the  mythical  origin  of  ancient  Rome. 
Twin  sons  of  Mars  by  the  Vestal  Rhea 
Silvia,  Romulus  and  Remus  were  cast 
adrift  on  the  Tiber  by  their  grand- 
uncle but  were  miraculously  preserved 
by  a she-wolf  who  heard  their  infant 
cries  when  the  basket  in  which  they 
had  been  abandoned  became  entangled 
in  the  branches  of  a fig  tree.  The  twins 
were  raised  to  manhood  by  shepherds 
and  became  leaders  of  the  country  folk 
who  lived  on  the  hills  which  marked 
the  site  of  the  future  city  of  Rome. 
The  two  quarreled  over  the  location  of 
the  city  and  in  a fit  of  anger  Romulus 


slew  his  brother.  Romulus  went  on  to 
found  the  city  of  Rome  and  is  generally 
given  credit  for  the  establishment  of  its 
first  political  and  military  institutions. 
On  many  of  the  coins  of  Imperial  Rome 
the  wolf  and  twins  are  depicted  in 
much  the  same  manner  as  they  are 
pictured  on  this  coin  of  Rumania.  The 
use  of  the  type  on  the  coinage  of 
Rome  persisted  down  to  the  reign  of 
Constantine  the  Great. 

As  the  legend  of  Romulus  and 
Remus  springs  from  ancient  Rome  the 
type  of  the  wolf  and  twins  might  seem 
more  appropriate  on  coinage  of  Italy 
than  on  coinage  of  Rumania.  How- 
ever Rumania  can  justly  lay  claim  to 
the  legends  of  old  Rome  for  the 
Rumanian  people  were  born  of  a fusion 
of  the  ancient  Dacians  and  the  Romans 
and  of  the  multiplication  of  the  Latin 
colonists  introduced  by  the  Emperor 
Trajan  and  his  successors.  Modern 
Rumania  corresponds  in  the  main  with 
the  barbarian  kingdom  of  Dacia  which 
was  in  existence  in  at  least  the  second 
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century  B.C.  In  late  Republican  and 
early  Imperial  times  the  warlike  Dacians 
seized  upon  every  opportunity  of  cross' 
ing  the  Danube  and  ravaging  the  ad' 
jacent  Roman  province  of  Moesia.  It 
was  not  until  the  reign  of  Trajan  that 
Rome  was  in  a position  to  bring  these 
raids  to  an  end  and  to  conquer  Dacia 
by  force  of  arms.  In  two  campaigns 
(AD  101 '102  and  105T07)  Trajan 
seized  the  Dacian  capital  and  reduced 
the  kingdom  to  the  status  of  a Roman 
province.  As  this  was  one  of  Trajan’s 
most  brilliant  successes  he  has  left  many 
coins  which  commemorate  his  conquest 
and  annexation  of  Dacia.  Illustrated  is 
a sestertius  which  depicts  Victory  in' 
scribing  a shield  with  the  words  VIC 
DAC  (Victoria  Dacia). 

Many  Roman  colonies  were  settled 
in  Dacia  following  Trajan’s  annexation 
of  the  territory  and  an  effort  was  made 
to  build  a strong  province  which  would 
act  as  a buffer  against  further  barbarian 
incursions.  The  mines  and  fertile 
valleys  of  Dacia  contributed  greatly  to 
the  prosperity  of  the  Empire  and  the 


coinage  of  several  emperors  evidences 
their  recognition  of  the  importance  of 
the  province. 

Figure  No.  4 is  an  antoninianus  of 
Trajan  Dacius  which  bears  the  legend 
DACIA  and  which  depicts  the  province 
in  the  guise  of  a female  holding  a staff 
surmounted  by  the  head  of  an  ass. 

As  time  went  on  the  Roman  hold  on 
the  province  became  precarious.  Aure' 
lian  (AD  270275)  withdrew  the 
legions  from  all  but  a few  fortified 
places  and  abandoned  Dacia  to  the 
Goths.  Altho  the  Roman  occupation 
lasted  for  only  about  160  years  this 
time  was  enough  to  permanently 
Romanize  the  whole  territory  and  to 
impress  it  with  a Latin  character  which 
has  remained  intact  thruout  the  ceiv 
turies  down  to  the  present  day.

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CANADIAN  COIN  NOTES

The  Lauzon  Token 

One  of  the  earliest  Canadian  Trans- 
portation  Tokens  is  the  “Lauzon” 
Token  as  issued  in  1821.  This  was 
issued  by  a John  Goudie,  and  was  the 
payment  for  a trip  on  the  ferry  steamer 
“Lauzon”  whieh  crossed  back  and 
forth  over  the  St.  Lawrence  River  be- 
tween  Quebec  and  Point  Levis.  This 
ferry  eventually  passed  into  the  hands 
of  John  McKenzie  and  all  the  tokens 
that  were  on  hand  were  counter- 
stamped  with  his  initials  "J.  McK.” 


Recently  I have  learned  of  a further 
counterstamp,  “J.T.”  These  initials 
are  for  “John  Thomson”  who  was  for 
many  years  in  the  lumber  business  in 
Quebec  City.  He  had  come  across 
from  Scotland  around  the  first  of  that 
century  and  he  represented  Sir  John 
Caldwell  who  was  the  Seignior  of 
Lauzon.  The  point  on  the  south  side 
of  the  river  as  contacted  by  this  steamer 
was  in  that  Seigniory. 

These  pieces  countermarked  for 
Thomson  are  believed  by  descendants 
of  his  family  to  have  served  as  a pass 
for  him  and  his  family.  This  token  was 
first  issued  in  1821.  It  would  be  inter* 
esting  to  know  if  there  were  any 
earlier  transportation  tokens  issued  for 
passage  on  a steamer.  The  value  of 
each  of  these  tokens  was  (8c)  four- 
pence.  These  tokens  are  rare  whether 
countermarked  or  not. 


Weir  8C  Larminie  Encased  Stamp 

Weir  and  Larminie  were  bankers  and 
specie  brokers  in  the  city  of  Montreal. 
Mr.  Larminie  on  a business  trip  to  the 
United  States  was  very  much  interested 
in  the  various  issues  of  encased  postage 
stamps  then  in  circulation  there.  As  a 
result  although  there  was  no  similar 
need  in  Canada  at  that  time,  he  had  a 
small  supply  ordered  for  his  firm. 

According  to  the  Standard  Catalogue 
of  the  United  States  Coins  and  Tokens 
of  1940  and  other  authoritative  works 
under  “Encased  Postage  Stamps”  these 
were  issued  for  this  firm  in  denomina* 
tions  of  lc,  3c,  5c  and  10c.  They  are 
amongst  the  rarest  in  the  series.  In  my 
own  collection  I have  the  lc  and  10c, 
but  I have  not  the  other  two  varieties 
and  off  hand  I do  not  know  of  anyone 
in  Canada  who  has  them  in  their 
collection. 

Mr.  Weir  later  became  the  President 
and  General  Manager  of  LaBanque 
Ville  Marie  with  its  head  office  in 
Montreal. 

This  is  a most  unique  issue  for  while 
it  was  issued  for  a Canadian  firm,  the 
stamp  encased  which  gave  it  its  value, 
was  a stamp  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  They  were  issued  for  limited 
use  in  Canada  at  a time  of  great  finan- 
cial stress  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  when  there  was  actually 
no  need  for  such  an  issue  in  Canada. 
It  would  appear  as  if  the  firm  felt  that 
they  could  secure  considerable  adver- 
tising value  from  sueh  circulation  and 
possibly  they  were  hoping  to  secure 
privileges  from  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment for  the  issuance  of  similar  pieces 
in  Canada  with  Canadian  stamps.

Arthur  de  Carle  Sowerby,  Mr.  G.  Dun- 
can Raeburn  and  Mr.  C.  J.  Allanson. 

Mr.  Sowerby,  in  retiring  from  office 
as  President,  reviewed  the  development 
of  the  society  since  its  organization  in 
1934.  He  expressed  great  satisfaction  at 
the  increased  membership,  and  its  grow- 
ing international  importance.  Mr.  Sow- 
erby  also  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Kann,  the 
new  president,  who  is  a keen  collector
